.J p A* s "Valley of the Yakes" 
U5-Lp. but unfortunately, when 
it got delivered to my house, 
it came in more than one piece., 
like the postman’s head*.

I'M now throwing up two reviews 
of Oregonasm*s SAdo-Nation and 
Califorication’s Social Distor- 


Ever thought you’d hear punk rock 
coming out of Portland,Oregon? Hey*. 

I thought only commune-bound rr.ollo 
hippie3 lived there. It’s almost 
as weird as punk rock coming out of 
...Montreal. 

Ever thought you’d hear punk 
^ \ rock coming out of a girl? Hey’. I 
Sf^thought girls only liked to dress up 
and go out dancing, not actually 
SAY anything. It*s almost as weird 


Nevertheless, Portland’s Sado- 
Nation*s debut album has a lot to 
offer and it’s melodic as well. 

Mish Bondage is more than a screamy 
ecreachy type, she’s even pleasant 
on "Don’t bother me". (Tho, she’s 
no Beki. Her new band* Ligotage.) 

The standout is "Arraeggedon" with 
such a catchy refrain* "Armegeddon* 
s getting here" that you almost 
wish it were so’. It’s also a better 
duet number than all of X (snort*.) 
The sound is tepid, but the band is 
hot. But beware* the guy-guytarist 
has 3 solo numbers and they rock a 
bit more than they punk... 
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Social Distortion’s "Mommy’s 
little monster". 

I've had a few reservations about 
this group. Somehow, whenever they 
are interviewed, they end up sound¬ 
ing like spoiled, rich kids, not 
completly honest. Yet, after hear¬ 


ing about them for a while, it 
was good that they finally released 
something. Put up or shut up. So 
what do I say now... They are g-r- 
e-a-t*. Are they possibly the best 
of all the California groups? 

Heart be still for a moment*. Cer- 
taily. they are g-r-e-a-t. Tho 
they may not be intrumentally 
proficient, their playing is often 
subtle (check the cool solo on 
"Anti-fashion" — a song all montre 
al femme punks should listen to...) 
and all of "Moral threat", even if 
it is a bit show-ooff. Must be a 
bonk-out guaranteed at their con¬ 
certs’. The songs center mostly 
around the punk scene and punks. 
Another standout is "Another state 
of mind". Gives you the shivers, 
for sure’. Lots of anthems like 
the title track. No throways 
here, no pointless pissed-off 
shitty shouting. It's cool, 
well-directed, well-made, "clas¬ 
sical" . Singer Mike Ness needs 
to vary his vocal style a bit, 
the band plays as a band not as 
a back-up to him, which is im¬ 
portant in great punko rocko.Ht/! 
join the fan club or DIE’.
